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This is in response to the Office Action dated December 15, 2006. In the Office Action, 
all pending claims 1-18, 23-41, 46-64 and 82-111 were rejected. Applicant respectfully requests 
reconsideration and allowance of all pending claims. 

In Section 3 of the Office Action, claims 1 and 23 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. 
§103(a) as being unpatentable over Palfey et al,, U.S. Patent No. 6,177,737. 

Applicant respectfully points out that, because the apparatus of claim 1 is for 
counteracting self discharge in a storage battery, it includes "a charge supply battery configured to 
provide a supply voltage, and a DC-DC converter circuit having an input configured to electrically 
coupled to the charge supply battery and an output configured to electrically couple to terminals of 
the storage battery, wherein the charge supply battery is of a different type and construction than the 
storage battery." 

Similarly, claim 23, which is directed to a jump-start booster pack, includes "a booster
